JUSTICE OF PEACE 
MEASURE VETOED 


By a Staff OCorrespondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 16— 
Gov. Dockery today vetoed a bill passed 


by the General Assemi@®y which affects al]! 
persons having business before a justice 
of the peace. 

After calling attention to the measure 
the governor says: 

“This bill seeks to amend section 4022 
of revised statutes of 1899. which declares 
that ‘no plaintiff nor his legal representa- 
tives shail at any time after the expira- 
tion of three years from the rendition of 
a judgment by any justice of the peace, 
sue out an execution thereon, unless such 
judgment shail be revived as hereinafter 
directed 

“The change proposed by the pending 
bill authorizes the issuance of an execu- 
tion on a judgment of a justice of the peace 
at any time within five years from the 
date of the judgment without a revival! 
thereof, instead of three yéars, as now pro- 
vided by law. In other words, it changes 
the statute of limitation from three years 
to five years. 

“I am opposed to changes in the law of 
preceedure in our courts unless there be 
some substantial reason urged in hehalf 
of the proposed change. The courts. the 
lawyers and the litigants are familiar 
with this old time statute. I can see no 
reason for changing it, and, therefore. 
under the -constitution, interpose my ob- 
jection.”

Chloroform Found Near Body 
of Emil Foeling, Who 
Cut His Throat. 


Emil Foelling, proprietor of a drug store 
at 6633 Easton avenue, was found dead at 
8:30 Monday morning, on a cot behind his 
prescription counter with his throat cut 
and a razor and an empty chloroform bot- 
tle by his side. 

Mr. Foelling’s death occurred some time 
between 11 o'clock Sunday night and the 
hour his lifeless body was found. He was 
in apparently good spirits at 10 o'clock Sun- 
day night. John W. Joyce, a saloonkeeper| 
at 6649 Easton avenue, who spoke to him 
at that hour, says he chatted then as pleas- 
antly as usual. 

At ll o’clock he closed the pharmacy and 
retired to the cot back of the prescription 
counter, where it was his custom to sleep. 

While there is no other conclusion for 
his friends and acquaintances to draw 
from the circumstances, they express the 
greatest surprise that Mr. Foelling should 
have committed suicide. 

They declare that he never spoke to 
them of having any serious oares or 
troubles and that he seemed prosperous in 
business. 

Mr. Foelling was 29 years old. His father, 
Charles Foelling resides at 3810 Kosciusko 
street. Up to a year ago he was a cierk 
in the drug store of Mrs. Ann Koscilel!ski, 
2613 South Broadway. 

At this time he bought the Easton ave- 
nue drug store from Dr. J. P. Fitzpatrick. 
Dr. Fitzpatrick tinued to reside over 
the drug store hile Foelling, who was 
not married, afranged to sleep in the store. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick said Monday morning 
that he had no idea of what possible mo- 
tive could haye. prompted Foelling’s sut- 
cide. 

Foeling’s throat was cut on the right side. 
The empty chloroform bottle indicated that 
he was desirous of making doubly sure 
of the success of his self-murder plans. 

A bloodstained bottle of whisky was 
found near the cot. It is inferred that 
Foelling attempted to take a drink from 
the botle after he had cut his throat.

posite the front door. To reach it in going 
from the front door it is necessary to pass 
around the projection of the staircase. 

There is a narrow passage leading back 
from the reception hall This passage its 
bounded on the right by the parlor and on 
the left by the den. It is the exact depth 
of the den. There is a door at the further 
end of this passage, and it was at this door 
that Burdick was last eeen alive by one of

The den is about eight feet wide end ten 
feet deep. The couch upon which Burdick 
was murdered extends across the rear of 
the room. To the right as you enter is a 
bookcase surmounted with brackets and 
niches for bric-a-brac. The desk or library 
table is in the upper corner to the left. 

There are two windows in the left wall of 
the room which are protected by latticed 
shutters and heavy draperies. A chandelier 
depends from the center of the ceiling. It 
was beneath this chandelier that one of the 
chairs was set which suggested to the po- 
lice that some persen short in stature might 
bave stood on the chair to turn out the gas.

JUVENILE COURT

Bill Providing for it Passed 
Both Branches of the 
Legislature. 


The jouvenile court bill which has now 
passed both branches of the legislature, 
lacks only the governor's signature to 
make it a law. As Gov. Dockery recom- 
mended legislation on this subject and 
the present bill is said to meet his views, 


nu doubt is felt he will sign it. The bill 
combines an emergency clause and hence 
will go into effect at once. 

This bill confers juristdiction in all cages 
oz neglected and delinquent children un- 
der lv on the Circuit Court in St. Louis 
ard Kansas City. 

There is another bill which has passed 
the Senate and is now on the House cal- 
endar providing for two additional judges 
of the Circuft Court in 8t. Louts. One of 
these judges is to be assigned to the juve- 
nile court which is to have exclusive 
charge of all cases arising under the law. 

Some question has arisen as to whether 
two new judges are necessary at this time, 
it being = _ = by some lawyers that one 
judge would be sufficient. But many ex- 
serienced judges and lawyers—suc as 
uiges H. D. Wood and Hough and form- 
er Judges Seddon and Klein are of the 
opinion that the legal business of the city 
requires the two new jucges. The World's 
Fair legislation Will undoubtedly swell] the 
dockets, already crowded, especially § in 
criminal cases. In case the pending bill 
providing for two judges should fail of 
purerage or’should be vetoed by the govern- 
or, the duty of organizing and carrying out 
the juvenile court will fall upon some one 
of the present circuit Judges—all of whom 
now have all they can well attend to.
